‘animal pathologist at the veterin- 
ary research laboratory here; re- 
ported Wednesday. 

The virus’ was found in the 
heads of two dogs, one from Pic- 
ture Butte, 15: miles north of 
Lethbridge, and the other from 
Burdett, 65 miles east of here. 

The Burdett case is*the farthest 
south rabies has been reported 
since the outbreak began in north- 
ern Alberta last summer. The 
previous southermost case was at 
Leduc, 20 miles south of Edmon: 
ton. Burdett is 60 miles from the 
United States border. 

Dr. A. W. Allan, veterinarian 
in charge of the health of animals 
division here, said the disease may 
have moved in from the south. 
He said there was an outbreak in 
outhern Montana 18 months ago 
and rabies could have been passed 
1orthward by coyotes, skunks and 
even by mice. 

Dr. Allan is awaiting instruc- 

ions from Ottawa regarding 
juanantine of dogs and vaccina- 
“ion..Meanwhile he has asked that 
dogs be kept in-close check. 
Dr. Connell is awaiting positive 
identification of rabies in a coyote 
shot at Hardieville, just north of 
here.

A Prosperity Budget: 
Something For Everybody » 


The Minister of Finance, in announcing 
tax cuts, said the increased productivity of 
the country and economic developments in 
the nation enabled the government to pay 
for defence and social security, and at the 
same time reduce taxes by a million dollars 
a day in a full tax year. In 1953, the tax 
reductions will mean a revenue loss of $237 
million, since the 11 per cent income tax cut 
is effective July 1, 1953. 

In the budget address Thursday evening, 
.February 19th, the Minister of Finance, Hon. 
D.C. Abbott, Q.C., M,P., announced a series 
of drastic changes in the tax structure of this 
country. In effecting these changes, he 
rolied income taxes back to 1949 levels, 
slashing government revenues $361 million 
in a full year. 

Since Mr. Abbott brought down the 
budget opposition parties have levelled so 
much criticism at it we think its benefits 
should be listed, and here they are: ware 

1. Income Tax Down 11‘:—#ffective July 
1953, income tax rolled back to 1949 
levels, and with defence surtax com- 
pletely eliminated. 

. Cigarettes Cheaper—Price of a 20-cigar- 
ette package restored to 35c. This repre-’ 

: sents a cut iffthe excise tax of four cents 
per package, or $2.00 per thousand. 

. Stamp Tax Out—Henceferth there will 
be no need for stamps on cheques, money 
orders, etc. This tax is repealed imme- 
diately. 

..No Radio and TV Licence Fee — The 
$2.50 licence_fee on radios is abolished, 
and no license fee will be imposed on TV 
sets. 

. Increase from 10° to 20% on Deduc- 
tible Corporation Dividends — The pur- 

_ pose of this change, the Minister of 
Finance said, is to encourage the people 
of Canada to increase their stake in 
Canada’s future. He said it would seem 
to be a good thing if Canadians were en- 
couraged, where they can safely do so, 
to join in a wider participation of equity 
ownership in the expanding industrial 
wealth of our country.

7. $400 exemption for dependents over 21 
years attending University. 
8. Changes affecting the small business- 


man — The changes, effective at once, 
make reduction of corporation tax rate 
applicable to the first $20 thousand of 
profit, thus according the small buisi- 
man a tax cut of 50% on the first $20 
thousand. At 1952 rates the small busi- 
nessman has paid total taxes of $7,000 
on the first $20 thousand of profit. With 
new rates, he will pay only $3,600. 
. Books will be cheaper—The sales tax on 
books and material used in their produc- 
tion is repealed. Sales tax also abolished 
on newsprint. 
Debt Reduced 30% .per capita since 1946 
—Net debt of Canada (per capita) has 
been reduced from $1,092 in 1946 to 
$752 in 1953, or 30%, as a result of in- 
creases in population and net debt de- 
duction of $2,284 million in the last seven 
years. This means an annual saving in 
interest of $63 million a year, 
Farmers and Fishermen Benefit—Farm- 
ers and fishermen will benefit from 
tariff reductions on a number of items 
which now will enter the country duty 
free. Plow bolts and other items are of 
interest to farmers, and for fishermen 
substantial savings will result in gasoline 
engines and parts being placed on. the 
free list.

While other provinces are faced with re- 
tail taxes and mounting debts, Alberta, due 
to the oil boom of recent years, is now virtu- 
ally debt free. It has taken some time for 
the benefits of the bulging oil revenues to 
work themselves down to the level of the 
common man, but . that’s what’s. been 
promised now, starting this year. 


The biggest news is that Municipalities 
will be able to borrow all the money needed 
in a few years from the Provnicial Govern- 
ment. That will be at a very low. rate of 
interest, which will save every payer of 
Municipal taxes real money. 


Alongside this. good news is the fact 
that Alberta highways will enjoy the diggest 
building program of all time and a lot of help 
and assistance is to be given to building good 
roads in rural districts, , 

There will be loans to students and con- 
trol measures for rabies. Undoubtedly other 
good rrews will be released from the Legisla- 
tureschambers during the next six weeks. 

This is indeed a golden age for this 
Canadian province. Besides the ordinary 
revenues and extraordinary revenues secured 
from within the province the Provincial 
treasury benefits by $28,000,000 annually 
from the Federal Government. Indirectly, 
by payments to individuals of Old Age 
Pensions, and Family Allowances, the Pro- 
vincial Treasury benefits by another $26,- 
000,000 from Ottawa. In addition, the 
Federal Government spent another $80,- 
500,000 in Alberta last year on Health, Farm 
Assistanee, Highways, Defence, Conserva- 
tion and in other ways. 


Need Farm Support Prices 


A despatch from Washington reporw 
that during the past year prices of American 
farm products have dropped 11%. At the 
same time the goods and services which the 
American farmer buys have dropped 2%. 
We only have the Canadian figures for the 
first nine months for 1952, and farm income 
declined by the same amount of 11% while 
farm costs rose 5%, making a net deeline in 
gross income to the Canadian farmer of 
about 15%. 

At the same time, industrial wages for 
the same nine-month period are up 10%. 

In the circumstances, Federal Govern- 
ment prices support is fully justified. These 
support programs at the present time apply 
to cattle, hogs, butter, eggs and cheese, and 
have been low enough to discourage ineffi- 
cient production. 

Considering thg net income of farmers, 
surely few Canadians would conténd that the 


amount of assistance granted has been too 
generous.

‘He said he had advocated for 
several years, that Alberta bee- 
keepers should have their pack- 
ages arrive earlier. He explained 
that it takes five or six weeks be- 
fore the eggs a queen bee lays 
becomes field bees. And to have 
a large field force of bees when} 
the honey flow begins about July 
1st will mean a larger crop of 
honey from a hive. 

Some tests, conducted under 
the supervision of the Department 
of Agriculture demonstrated that 
in 1952 package bees installed 
April 5 produced 35 per cent more 
honey than packages hived April 
26th. In that year honey produc- 
tion was good in most districts.
